•The Revolution tn Slcaico. 


Endless fighting is the old tune of the in- 


variable song from the land of anarchy, which 
we in irony call "The Sister Republic." The 
main facts remain always the same, though 
the details may differ. 
Indeed, we have 


corae to consider fighting Inseparable from 
Jlexico. This time the special report of our 
Mafamoros correspondent is gleaned from 
Juarist accounts, and coming from such a 
source it is not surprising that iir should be 
full of 
government 
victories and cor- 


responding rebel disasters. Still, nuking 
a considerable allowance for partisan exag- 
geration, it seems certainly an established 
fact tbat the struggle is going against the 
revolutionists. A tide of good fortane has 
set in for the forces of Juarez, while their 
adversaries are jnst now "bound on shallows 
and on miseries." From onr special despatch 
it appears that the government is making 
a supreme 
effort to crush the revolu- 


tion. Reinforcements are flowing towards 
Rocha's army. Indeed, tbe Joarez govern- 
ment appears to be engaged in a frantic effort 
to combine all the troops it can spare for 
a powerful blow at the main forces of 
the revolutionists under Trevino and Donate 
Guerra.

ten or fifteen. Now they admit that there 
wero at least sixty, and when they come to 
read Marshal Sbarpe's return to Court they 
will probably find that, with tho exception of 
a few errors ia typography, the HEKALD'S list 
was a transcript from the minutes of the 
Grand Jury. Then came the averment that 
the whole affair was a conspiracy, a political 
measure inaugurated by the President or 
Mr. Bont'vell for political .purposes, or by 
Genenl Cutler and his agents for personal 
spleeu, and the HIBALD had been used to par- 
petrate a "imge joke." We have heard some of 
General Butler's critics compare him to Apol- 
lyon, and they certainly give him the Satanic

Now it appears that even General Butler 
bad nothing to do with these develop- 
ments, and that he first heard of tho in- 
dictments when he read the report in the 
HEBATD. So, what are the poor distressed 
people to believe?

movement was directed by General Grant and 
the Spcretary of the Treasury; that their duly 
appointed and commissioned agents made in-

fess. Itjyould have been so much better to 
have had a conspiracy, the Satanic Butler or 
the diabolical Murphy at tire head of it, and 
their attending imps conspicuous, busy and 
malignant in their efforts to punish good men 
and send them to jail, merely from reasons of 
personal spben. It would have been a splen- 
did card for ihe" democrats to be able to assure

But, as if to add to tbe misfortunes of 
he situation, none of the indicted parties are 
politicians even, If we except one ex-member 
of Assembly and two ex-police justices, who 
might as well be dead for all the political im- 
portance they have assumed ia the last few 
years.

in their unlawful calling. They had vast 
power in politics, not only in the republican 
but tbe democratic party. Like the Erie 
Ring and tbe Tammany Ring tbey are strongly 
entrenched. As we are informed, many of 
ttem have earnestly supported the President 
and are willing again to pay thair money in 
his causp. They certainly have money, and 
are liberal and would give largely for immu- 
nity.
